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Pa. Lawyer Gets 

s Post 



Alvin B. Lewis Jr., a Pennsylvania 
attorney, was appointed yesterday as 
acting chief counsel and staff director 
on the House Committee on Assassina- 
tions, the committee chairman said. 

Lewis, 43, of Palmyra, Pa., replaces 
Richard A. Sprague, who resigned 
March 30 after a feud with former 
committee chairman -Henry Gonzalez 
(D-Tex). 

Committee Chairman Louis Stokes 
(D-Ohio) said Lewis will serve as 
counsel to the 12-member committee 
for about one month, or untif a per- 
manent counsel is named. 

Announcement of the interim ap- 
pointemnt was made by Burt Char- 
dak, committee public relations direc- 
tor. 

Sprague, the former Philadelphia 
district attorney, stepped down as 
counsel after reportedly being con- 
vinced that his departure would clear , 
the way for the committee to continue 
its probes of the assassinations of 
President John F. Kennedy and the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. 

The day after his resignation, the 
full House voted to continue funding 
for the committee for at least one 
more year. 

Stokes said the select committee 
has constituted itself into a committee 
of the whole to search for a permanent 
successor to Sprague. 

“We are looking for someone of na- 
tional stature and experience.” Stokes 
said.

that he is not a candidate for the posi- 
tion, according to Chardak. 

Lewis was special counsel for the 
committee since last Dec. 6. He re- 
signed his post last Thursday while at 
the same time offering his services 
during the transition period. 

Lewis was elected Lebanon County, 
Pa., district attorney in 1961 and serv- 
ed for eight years. In that job he su- 
pervised a number of major cases in 
central Pennsylvania.
